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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 10-12, 15-32, 36, 37, 42-45 and 75 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement, for reasons of record set forth 
in the previous Office Action. 

At page 7 of the remarks filed on 26 December 2006, Applicants argue that the limitation 
of therapeutic use is being read into the claims, pointing to MPEP § 21 1 1 and the citation to In re 
Prater , USPQ 541, 550 (CCPA 1969) therein. However, this decision and the discussion thereof 
in the MPEP is to prevent an inappropriately narrow interpretation of the claim by the Examiner, 
leading to the failure to apply valid prior art. The question of enablement does not arise. The 
instant claims encompass embodiments with a therapeutic use, and the specification is drawn to 
those therapeutic uses. 

Bridging to page 8, Applicants argue that Example 3 in the instant specification shows 
that non-therapeutic uses for the invention are disclosed, e.g., research purposes. However, the 
example in question appears to be drawn to preparation of the cells of the invention, which are 
then to be implanted in a subject. There is no use distinct from therapy set forth in example 3. 
With respect to Applicants' arguments at the first full paragraph at page 8, that mere fact that 
reduced p21 activity can be shown does not overcome the lack of an enabling disclosure for the 
invention, as the use of such cells in therapy was not enabled for reasons of record. 

At the subsequent paragraph Applicants argue that the claims drawn to pharmaceutical 
compositions are enabled as shown by the Declaration of Scadden, and in view of Example 3. 
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However, said declaration was addressed previously, in the Office Action mailed 28 June 2006, 
and the relevance of Example 3 was discussed above. Applicants further argue that no evidence 
has been presented to show that such cells could not be used to repopulate the bone marrow of a 
bone marrow transplant recipient. However, the problems in the art were already discussed 
previously of record.
